Austin was formerly 
assistant doorkeeper of the house of representatives, 
was at one time proprietor of the Knoxville Chrona 
icle, and was prominently mentioned as a republi- 
can candidate for congress at the last election. 


The New Law Constitutional. 

Rocue ak, December 31.—The general 
term of the fifth department handed down a de- 
cision in the caseof Kemmler, the murderer con- 
demned to death under the new law providing for 
execution of criminals by electricity, which the 
court holds to be constitutional. The writ of 
habeas corpus is dismissed,. and the prisoner re- 
manded to the custody of the sheriff.

Mr. Murat Halstead, of the Cincinnati

It Is Very Easy. 

Epirors CONSTITUTION: Can you explain 
how flies walk on the ceiling without falling? And 
would it be possible fora man to walk in that way? 
I am told that men have done so. J, K. 

The power by which flies and other insects are 
enabled to walk on ceilings, smooth pieces of wood 
and similar surfaces, without the gravity of their 
bodies appearing to offer any obstacle, may be ex- 
plained by referring to the amusement which boys 
often enjoy with leather suckers, When 
the sucker is sufficiently wet to be used, 
attached to a string, one end of whieh is 
in the boy’s hand, itis applied to the smooth sur- 
face of astone soas to exglude the air, and the 
boy isable to pull up the? stone by means of the 
string. This, it will be observed, is owing to the 
exclusion of the air between the leather sucker 
and the stone, or the formation of a perfect vac- 
uum. On the same prinefple the feet of flies and 
other insects are provided with an apparatus 
which operate similarly. It is the operation of 
the same principle by whieh two pieces of iron 
or marble with smooth surfaces adhere to 
each other. In 1853 a man named Sands 
exhibited himself walking on the ceiling, using the 
same process as that described in the reference to 
the boy's leather sucker. It appears thatthe ex- 
act mode by which he effected the exhaustion and 
alternate repletion of the air was through the 
medium of.platters attached to his feet, connected 
with secret tubes.

When the steamer Mascott was boarded the 
school teachers were 
SEVENTY IN NUMBER, 

A pleasant run was made to Key West, 
where an opportunity to visit the town was 
given the travelers, and on Christmas morn- 
ing at 6 o’clock the anchor was dropped in the 
beantiful bay of the city of Havana. 

The ship was immediately surrounded by 
little boats called ‘‘aguadanas,’’ in which the 
excursionists were landed. By the courtesy 


‘of the government all the wearisome delays of 


the custom house were suspended, and the 
teachers went immediately to their hotels. 

Professor Smith gave a graphic de- 
scription of the capital of Cuba. He 
told of the narrow streets with the 
awnings stretched from root to roof, of the 
high-wheeled yolantes and the iron “bound 
and cheerless looking houses with great 
wooden portals, which gave admittance to 
beautiful gardens surrounded by balconies on 
which the Spanish ladies pass their time fan- 
ning themselves and smoking cigarettes. 

Prof. Smith said that his party visited all 
the places of interest in the city. The Prado, 
the Central park, the Tacoon theatre, and 
many other places were visited, and although 
the Chrietmas festivities were at their height, 
nota drunken man or a disturbance was 
observed, 

‘he captain-general’s garden made a partic- 
ular impression. Professor- Smith also 
spoke enthusiastically of the treatment the 
party received from the city officials. 

EXCHANGING CIVILITIES. 

On Thursday, the party was received by the 
civil governor, and on Friday the teachers 
held a reception in honor of the Cuban digni- 
taries, at their hotel, during which Ex-Govér- 
nor Boynton acted as host. Speeches were 
made by him and by Mr, V. E, Orr, and 
Professor Smith. replied in Spanish to the 
good wishes expressed by the officials. He 
said that he had always wished to visit 
Cuba, and now that his wish was realized he 
was glad to find that the far famed castles in 
Spain were not §mythic2! creatures, but were 
actually inexistence. He gave thanks for the 
courtesy which his party had received, and ex 
pressed a strong hope that another year he 
might be able to return and passa longer time 
in the Cuban capital. 

SEEING OTHER SIGHTS, 

Saturday morning the travellers visited 
MLOrO castle, and were shown 
the great fortifications which make Havana 
almost impregnable, and alse the dungeon cells 
about which hang terrific rumors of Spanish 
cruelty and despotism. Saturday afternoon 
the weary travelers embarked on the Olivette 
to return to their homes. ,

Mr. Mayer gets 
everything to cover the indebted- 
ness of the firm to him, and the 
other nine thousand or more dollars will have. 
to be settled outside of the assets of the house. 

The transfer was effected on Monday even= 
ing, but was not known until yesterday morn- 
ing, when the store and its contents, on Wall 
street, passed into the handsof Mr. Mayer. 
Mr. Mayer is Mr. Steinheimer’s father-in- 
law. 

Mr. Steinheimer was seen last night at the 
home of Mr. Mayer, on Whitehall street. He 
talked very freely about the failure, acknow!— 
edging that it had been total, and that it had 
not been unexpected for soine time past. 

“Yes, [have signed over my business to 
Mr. David Mayer,’’ said Mr. Steinheimer. 
“The deed was made yesterday, and covers 
everything in the way of stock and accounts. 
For five years the business has been conducted 
on borrowed capital, and but for Mr. Maver’s 
assistance in endorsing pnper and otherwise 
helping. it out, we would haye gone 
under long ago, The amount due him 
now is something over ten thousand dollars. 
The assets turned over to him will probably 
cover this.”’ 

‘‘Are there any other creditors ?’’ 

‘Yes. Besides whatis due Mr. Mayer, we are 
liable to the extent of nine or ten thousand 
dollars to other parties. I cannot give them 
to you now, and i Can’t say just how their ac- 
counts will be tet.

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Seventh Day Adventists, Who Are Build- 
ing Up a Congregation in Atlanta 


Six hours ahead. 

That is the record of the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists, in the beginning of the year 1890. 

Away outin those historic woods that lie 
along South Boulevard, where those fierce con- 
tests were waged durings the last days of the 
confederacy, stands a handsome three-story 
building. It occupiesa picturesque and com- 
manding eminence, just in front of where the 
old hospita) stood in those troublous times. 

More than a year ago a few members of the 
Seventh Day Adventist community arrived in 


Atlanta, headed by Elder. Lane and Mr. J 


Curtis, the latter being in charge of the dis - 


semination of books and tracts relative to their | 


rendering of the Scriptures. 

For some time they occupied quarters in the 
city, but with the pluck and enterprise that 
characterizes this peculiar sect, they procured 
a tract of land from Colonel L. P. Grant, out 
on the Boulevard, and set about building for 
themselves a house which was intended as 
headquarters for the state. In November, 1888, 
they removed to the site of the proposed 
dwelling, and erected their tents. Then they 
laid the foundations of the elegant structure 
which they have since reared with their own 
hands, and which is now nearing compiection. 

The building is not only constructed after 
their own architectural plans, but, for the 
most part, by their own unaided labor. Every- 
thing is of the very best material, and the 
arrangement of the various apartments is a 
marvel of economy and convenience. 

Allsummer they wrought, spiritually as 
well as physically ; and now that their beauti- 
ful and comfortable home is nearing the fin- 
ishing touches, they have a community of 
some thirty convents. 

THAY HAVE BEEN UNMOLESTED 
by the civil authorities in all their peculiar 
beliefs and observances, although they ob- 
serve Saturday as the holy Sabbath, to the 
exclusion of the commonly accepted Sunday. 

Besides this, they compute time from the 
going down of the sun, instead of from mid- 
hight 

“And the ev ening and the morning was the 
first day.” 

On this passage they establish their belief, 
and besides this they quote: 

‘God made the sun to rule the day and the 
nrocn to rule the night.” 

That is why they were six hours ahead of 
the rest of Atlanta yesterday. ‘*Watch night” 
was. of no importance to them, for ‘*the even- 
ing and the mormug’’ constituted the last day 
of the old year, as well as the first day of the 
hew. 

True, they held a prayer meeting service in 
the evening, but thisis of no unusual occur- 
ence with them. 

To those who have been accustomed to the 
orthodox methods and observances, this seems 
To these, whose creed of faith is 
grounded on a different rendering of the Script- 
ures, it was nothing remarkable. 

THE SHIP OF ZION. 

Perhaps no religious sect in the country ob 
served Christmas in such an extraordinary 
manner as the Adventists. 

They had areguiar programme for Christ- 
mas, Consisting of songs, prayers and recita- 
tions. This programme was observed not only 
in Atlanta, but uniformly through the length 
and breath of the land. The Atlanta com- 
munity presented a double map of the state 
and of the world to every pupil of every one 
of their Sunday schoolsin the state. It isa 
large wall map and the world side of it 
represents the various lands that have 
so far been visited by their missionaries, with 
the lands left unvisited. 

The preceeds of these entertainments, all 
over the country, went to build a ship—a mis- 
Bianary vwoevoal _thoat ia ta snct, 910,000. 

It is the object of their church to have this 
ship visit every continent and island under 
the sun, for the purpose of carrying the tidings 
of the gospel of Christ to every land and every 
nation ot the earth. 

Altogether, the Seventh Day Adventists are 
a remarkable people, But there are no more 
hardworking, honest and law abiding people 
in Atlanta than they.
